In order that the Bureau may continue to carry 
out its responsibilities of keeping interested Government 
agencies informed of information of interest to them, you 
must continue your efforts to keep abreast of developments 
in order that the Bureau may be apprised of any situation 
which indicates a potential for violence. In obtaining 
information, however, absolutely no inquiries are to be 
made by you. You must secure the desired information 
through close scrutiny of the public press plus whatever 
information may be volunteered to you.

With respect to the use of confidential 
informants, I want it clearly understood that no 
informant is to be given any assignment in connection 
with obtaining information regarding the activities of 
citizens councils without prior Bureau authority. If 
you have a confidential informant already reporting on 
citizens councils matters you may continue to accept 
information volunteered by the informant but you must 
not give him any additional assignments in this field. 

If you feel it is necessary for some specific reason to 
continue an informant in a particular citizens council 
you must immediately advise the Bureau, together with 
the identity of the informant, his reliability and your 
assurance that continued operation of the informant will 
not result in any embarrassment to the Bureau. 

Each office receiving copies of this letter 
must submit to the Bureau a monthly summary of information 
concerning the activities of citizens councils in your 
respective territories. The first such letter is to be 
submitted to reach the Bureau by January 15, 1957, and 
each succeeding letter must be submitted to reach the 
Bureau by the fifteenth of each month. This summary, 
which shall consist of an original and seven copies, 
must be submitted in memorandum form suitable for dissemi- 
nation and forwarded to the Bureau by cover letter. These 
summary memoranda and your cover letter must bear the 
caption '‘Citizens Councils, (name of field office)". 

Each of these summary memoranda must also be dated. 

As in the past, information received concerning 
citizens councils which requires expeditious handling 
must not be delayed for inclusion in the monthly summary 
but must be furnished to the Bureau promptly by whatever 
means of communication is required by the nature of the’ 1 -' 
information.

Two Federal Judicial Districts are covered by the 
Savannah Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. One is 
the Eastern District of South Carolina. The other is the Southern 
District of Georgia. No Citizens Council has been organized or 
now exists within the Southern District of Georgia. Organization 
of Citizens Councils within the Eastern District of South Carolina 
commenced in the fall of 1955* None has come into existence since 
September , 1956. Throughout the district, there are now fifty-two 
separate local Councils and one State-wide organization. Total 
membership in South Carolina has been publicly estimated at be- 
tween 25,000 and 40,000. Organization of the Councils in many 
instances followed petitions sponsored by the National Association 
for the Advancement of colored People seeking integration in the 
public school system through the various local Boards of Education. 
Principal aim of the Councils has been to prevent integration by 
legal means. Generally, the Councils have elected leading citizens 
of the communities to positions of responsibility and leadership. 

No acts of violence attributable to Citizens Councils have been 
reported. Some of the Councils have received state charters. 

These charters declare the purposes of the organizations to be the 
dissemination of information relative to the preservation of State 
Sovereignty and a bi-racial society, the bettering of relations 
between the races, the maintenance of peace and domestic tranquility, 
and the education of the public in these aims. Once organized, the 
Councils have had few meetings. These have featured speakers on 
the theme of segregation. Usually the Councils have then become 
dormant. 


More than forty persons attended a joint meeting 
of the officers of seven councils of Charleston County, South Carolina, 
on January 3, 195f* at which a drive was initiated for funds to assist 
the 16 defendants arrested recently in Clinton, Tennessee, following 
racial incidents. The same group adopted a resolution calling for 
a review of all safeguards taken to prevent integration in the 
schools and urging any changes needed to maintain these safeguards. 
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The Chairman of the State-wide council was asked to 
name a committee to meet with James F. Byrnes, former Supreme Court 
Justice and Governor of South Carolina, to urge him to participate 
in the appeal of a recent Texas decision in which a United States 
District Judge ruled that Dallas schools need not be integrated 
immediately *

After several months of comparative inactivity, 
various citizens councils within the Eastern Judicial District 
of South Carolina are now holding meetings for the purpose of 
electing new officers for the coming year. 

Chairman THOMAS D.TkeelS, of the Association' of 
Citizens Councils of South Carolina, has commended the action 
of several councils in contributing to the defense fund for 
citizens of Clinton, Tennessee, who have been charged in Federal 
Court with interfering with a school integration order. Mr, 

KEELS has described the State organization as a coordinating 
and service agency for - the more than fifty-five local autono- 
mous councils affiliated with it. He has stressed a statement 
the councils are non -political organizations which have come 
into being for the purpose .of maintaining good race relations, 
good order, and good' government based on Constitutional princi- 
ples, The State body launched a state-wide membership drive 
during mid -January 1957* This drive is to continue for an 
undecided period of time for the purpose of getting the largest 
membership possible in the individual councils, and to create 
interest in the organization of additional councils. The State 
association has cooperated with organizations in other southern 
states in forming the Citizens Council of America, and has 
established a speakers bureau for the benefit of local councils 
. as well as a legal advisory committee of prominent lawyers, 

A tax avoidance measure, reportedly long employed 
by the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, 
has been adopted by the citizens councils. They have established 
an "Educational Fund of the Citizens Councils" and are solicit- 
ing contributions for a long-range program aimed at furthering 
the cause of "States* Rights" and "Racial Integrity," The 
Educational Fund advises that contributions to the fund are 
deductible for income tax purposes and cites a ruling which 
grants such deductible status to the "Legal Defense and Educa- 
tional Fund" of the NAACP, 

SAM”1SNGELHARDT, JR., Chairman of the Citizens 
Council of America, visited Mr, KEELS, mentioned above, in 
Sumter, South Carolina, during January 1957# and while there 
issued a statement predicting a long, hard fight ahead for 
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anti-integrationists. He said the Citizens Council of America 
has a current membership of almost 500,000 in the South. 

i Another recent visitor to Sumter was Representative 
. JOHN BELL /WILLIAMS of Mississippi, who on February 7 addressed 
'] an audienbe of about 1.400 people in the auditorium of the local 
high school in Sumter under sponsorship of the Citizens Council 
of Sumter County. He painted a picture of sordid morals, lack 
of discipline, aid plummeting standards of achievement after 
integration of the public schools in Washington, JD ? C_* -Rep. 
WILLIAMS was a member of a Congressional Sub -Committee which 
conducted hearings on the school situation in Washington several 
months ago. He referred to May 17* 195^* the date of the 
Supreme Court decision ordering public school integration, as 
"Black Monday," and described that date as the darkest day in 
Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence* Those in attendance at the meeting 
in Sumter represented seventeen counties in South Carolina and' 
several surrounding states. 

Mr, HEELS, previously mentioned, was quoted on 
January 24, 1957; as saying the South Carolina Association of 
Citizens Councils had no connection with ASA CARTER, ardent 
race segregationist who' was arrested a few days earlier in Bir- 
migham, Alabama, following a shooting incident. CARTER was 
described as Executive Secretary of the North Alabama Citizens

Citizens councils within the state of South Caro- 
lina are reporting good progress in their membership drives. 

The Citizens Council of South Carolina, which is 
a state-wide organization, is aiming at the establishment of 
a central state, voffice under direction of an executive secre- 
tary, EMORY ST^OGERS, an attorney of Summe rton , South Carolina, 
served as executive secretary of the state association from 
the time of its organization in December 1955 until November 
1956, when he resigned. No successor for Mr, ROGERS has been 
named . 

The state association has endorsed a legislative 
resolution proposing efforts to interest other. parts of the 
country in defending states’ rights. This resolution, authored 
by Representative MITCHELL OTT, of Orangeburg County, is in the 
Ways and Means Committee of the State House of Representatives, 
Creation of a State Sovereignty Commission with power to send 
visitationsto other states, particularly to the north and west, 
is recommended in the measure, A State Sovereignty Commission 
with similar purposes has already been set up in Mississippi. 

The Commission would be headed by the Governor of the State 
and would consist, besides him, of the Lieutenant Governor, 
Speaker of the House, one other House member, and one Senator. 
Speakers from South Carolina would be chosen for appearances 
in other states. The Commission would be empowered to take 
other action to help preserve states' rights. 

A South Carolina Legislator, Representative 0. L, 
WARR, of Darlington County, has warned the federal government 
might find itself hamstrung in its other jury trials in South 
Carolina if it seeks to deny the right of jury trial to persons 
charged with violation of "civil rights" legislation. Repre- 
sentative WARR, who as president of the Citizens Council at 
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Lamar, South Carolina, has spoken before various other pit izens 
councils within the state of South Carolina, has oeen quoted 
as follows: 


"I believe that I speak for most South Carolinians 
when I give voice to this quiet reminder to those who are seek- 
ing to afflict us with a tyranny that will be unbearable: lx 

citizens of South Carolina are deprived by the federal govern- 
ment of the benefit of trial by Jury in federal courts, then 
South Carolinians will see to it that the federal governmen 
is itself deprived of the benefit of convictions by jury m 
those same courts . 


"By the exercise of our rights as individual^ 
Jurors, we can, without the lifting of a single violent finger 
or the utterance of a single harsh word, make it impossible^ 
for the federal government to convict any citizen of any crime 
in any federal courtroom in this state.” 

JULI^WtSENBURY , attorney, who has been a ctiv e in 
Florence School District _#l Citizens Council, Plor^c^J^lC.. A 
has _ beeh~quoted as" suggesting a southern bloc to control the 
legislative, Judicial and executive branches of the national 
government. He said the South holds a oalance which can sway 
currents in the three big branches of the federal government. 

He has been further quoted as stating in a talk beiore the 
Citizens Council at Florence on March 7* 1957* that during the 
course of history, tyranny has come in many different forms, and 
it now looks as if it might have come in the form of Judicial 
robes. He urged that care be taken to elect as public officials 
only those individuals who are standing firmly against inte- 
gration,.

"Gutheridge was Arkansas campaign manager for the 
States* Rights Democrats in 1948.

"FLORENCE, Nov. 18 — A Little Rock Attorney said 
here tonight that «Qpy. O rva^ga ubus of Arkansas , has 
a definite plan for endinglnb^ation in troop-guarded 
Central High School. I know his plans but I can’t reveal 
them to you here tonight . ' 


"Addressing an overflow crowd at the Me Cl enaghan 
High School, Amf^Sjuthridge said ’In this battle with 
President Eisenhower I can promise you one thing — Orval 
Faubus isn’t coming out second best. sty 


"Guthridge ^ who is one of Faubus *s legal advisers, 
also told the group that ’we are going to get the nine 
Negro kids out of Central High in the very near future 
and we aren’t going to harm a„ one of them. The efforts of 
the National Assn., for the Advancement of Colored People 
to integrate schools in Arkansas is a flop, <i failure 
and they’ll begin to realize it in the not too distant 
future. When Gov. Faubus knows the time is right he’ll 
lead the people of Arkansas from the predicament they 
find themselves in today,’ 


"The Little Rock attorney, who will speak four other 
times in South Carolina this week, predicted that ’American 
history will record Mr. Eisenhower as the sorriest presi- 
dent that ever disgraced the White House. I know for a 
fact that a general of the army cased Central High School 
in Little Rock two weeks before federal troops were sent 
to my town. It is little wonder that I say this whole 
thing was a put-up job, a conspiracy against the people 
of Arkansas. Sending the paratroopers to Little Rock 
was not a snap decision. It was planned Arkansas was 
the target state for the race-rfnixera* and they long had 
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"the support of whatever force was necessary to accom- 
plish their goal*’ 

"Guthridge took a verbal swing at Harry A. Ashmore, 
executive editor of the Arkansas Gazette, and called him 
’the most dangerous man in our state* He’s a Southern 
scalawag and a race -mixer without the intestial forti- 
tude to stand publicly on his convictions. 

"’In contrast you have a man in South Carolina — 
Editor Thomas R. Waring of The News and Courier — who 
has love for his people. Waring is a man willing to pro- 
tect, guide and fight for the folks who live not only in 
this state but in the South. r 

"Guthridge also told the '800 persons that ’Supt. 
Virgil T, Blossom of Central High School can count the 
days he’ll still have a job in Little Rock. It’s not 
idle talk. Blossom must go and we in Little Rock will 
see to that.’ 

"He said outside ’minor attacks on two reporters -o-one 
a Negro and the other from Life magazine — we haven’t had 
any violence in Little Rock. There was some bloodshed 
but it was caused by armed f -iweral troops.’ He said 
federal troops with drawn bayonets shoved and pushed 
women and young girls and clubbed some men. *1 repre- 
sented one of those men in court . He was stabbed in the 
stomach with a bayonet and clubbed in the head twice 
with the butt of a rifle. Where was he when this 
happened? Standing a block atfay from the high school with 
his wife in the front yard of another woman ’ s house . ’ 

"Guthridge said local police arrested about 75 Per- 
sons during the disturbance in Little Rock and ’many of 
them were later questioned by the RBI.’ 

"The Arkansas Citizens Council leader said the send- 
ing of armed troops to Arkansas ’was the biggest political 
blunder In American history. We weren’t solified in 
Arkansas before that happened. But we are now. We’ve 
had to hire a fulltime secretary to handle the business 
of our Capital Citizens Council. X once might have been 
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” « from that state in the Southwest but tonight the 
majority of people in Arkansas are from the Deep, Deep 
South . 

" ’This thing in Little Rock has also shaken people 
from their slumber above the Mason and. Dixon Line. I've 
read some of the mail Gov. Faubus has received. They are 
behind him . ' 

"Guthridge said Gov. Faubus is 'interested in filing 
a suit to test the validity of the l4th amendment to the 
Constitution. And I know, and he knows, he'll have the 
full support of every Southern state.' 

"The Little Rock leader, who drove throughout the 
night Sunday to reach Florence for his appearance, will 
speak Tuesday in Orangeburg and Wednesday in Charleston. 
He'll appear in Richland Thursday and Conway Friday.

The Bureau’s instructions regarding the handling of these cases 
have been discussed orally by me, as previously indicated, during our 
conferences of Special Agents held on 10/16/57 and 10/23/57. Later in 
October the various individual case files on the Citizens Councils in 
South Carolina were reopened and assigned. At the time this was done 
written instructions were given in each instance as to the handling of 
these matters pursuant to the Bureau's stipulations. We have no Citizens 
Councils in that portion of the State of Georgia covered by the Savannah 
Office. No Citizens Council literature is published within our territory,, 
Shortly after organization of these councils commenced in South Caroliiif 
there did exist at Orangeburg, South Carolina, a Citizens Council 
publication, but this publication, regarding which the Bureau has been 
kept up to date separately, has not existed for some months. . 


Generally speaking, the local Citizens Councils in South Carolina 
seem to have become fully organized and then dormant, probably on a 
wait-and-see basis. Meetings of several councils have been held from f 1 
time to time however, and such meetings have invariably been open to the* 
public. During the past few days, five Citizens Council meetings have?|| 
been held in South Carolina for the purpose of hearing talks by AMIS 1 : 
GUTHERIDGE, general counsel for the Capital Citizens Council of Little f j 
Rock, Arkansas. These meetings have been announced publicly, the publ: 
has been invited, and accounts of Mr. GUTHERIDGE 's remarks have appean 
in the newspapers. Memoranda regarding this particular series of 
meetings have been furnished to the Bureau separately for dissemination?^ 
as the Bureau sees fit. Judging by all the information which has come 
to the attention of this office, any effort to integrate the public . 

schools in any community within the State of South Carolina will create /j 
difficulties. As of this date we know of no location at which the m 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People or any other / 
group or individual contemplates an effort to integrate this system. 

There was a rumor the NAACP intended to try to integrate the public 
school system at Aiken, South Carolina, early in 1958, but this rumor 
proved to be without foundation, as the Bureau has also been advised 
separately.

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In re-examining the coverage previously had with respect 
to the Citizens Councils, I found the information which had been 
reported by us had come from individual knowledge of Special Agents 
or from public information or from proved and reliable sources. 

These proved and reliable sources were in many instances individuals 
who actually held membership or even high office in the councils. 

We have not encountered any inclination on the part of Citizens 
Councils members or leaders to conceal their programs and objectives. 

In a strict sense or from an administrative standpoint, these 
individuals who readily and willingly furnish information concerning 
their Citizens Councils to the FBI or to any other agency or individual 
are not "informants". Consequently, in most such instances, no 
purpose would be served by writing the Bureau separately concerning 
such an individual or obtaining Bureau authorization to contact. 

Should the Bureau wish us to go through the procedure indicated in 
order to continue contacting individuals in this category, please 
advise 1 otherwise, our requests for authorization to contact will be 
confined to those instances in which a need might exist for "informant 
coverage. As of this date no authorization request has been necessary 
by this office.

These sources may be designated as confidential 
sources, panel sources or sources of information which- 
ever would better suit each particular case. 


NOTE ON YELLOW: 


Savannah raised question as to designation of 
sources in citizens councils as PSIs or Sis* inasmuch 
as to designate them as such would require 'contacts every 
two weeks and the file would have to be maintained in a 
pending status. For these reasons the field in the past 
has been discouraged from so designating these sources. 

Also to designate them as PSIs or Sis would require submission 
of comprehensive background information which is not required 
otherwise.

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As indicated in mylet 10/23/57# it is not 
contemplated that efforts will be made to develop informants 
within those Councils which have had no activity within the 
past six months. 

As also indicated in mylet 10/23/57# we have 
a file pending on each of the 5 4 Councils. UACB, these files 
will remain in a pending status. Administrative memoranda 
will be posted or, if desirable, some of the files will be 
placed in a pending inactive status if warranted. 

With reference to the requirement in Bulet

I indicated in mylet 10/23/57# that once an 
individual was contacted with Bureau approval, and showed

with him would be handled in the same manner as contacts with 
PSI's and Si's. The Bureau's specific advice is requested 
as to whether all the requirements governing PSI and SI 
contacts in the past will govern the contacts with these 
individuals under development for the exclusive purpose of 
providing . Information concerning Citizens Councils. Should 
these Citizen Councils informants be governed by the usual 
PSI requirements, I am of the opinion the likelihood of 
embarrassment to the Bureau will be increased. For example, 
certain background investigation not stipulated in Bulet of 
10/9/57 is required for PSI's. As a further example, it is 
noted that contacts are required with PSI's at least every 
two weeks.

As the Bureau has previously 
been advised, there is no Citizens Council itfithin that portion 
of Georgia covered by the Savannah Office. 

Generally speaking, these councils in South

We have maintained the files in a pending status, however, 
and have checked periodically to determine whether any 
change has occurred in the status of the councils. Thes e 
40 files are being closed. 


We have 3 councils in which some degree of activity has 
been shown, but in which we have not thus far developed 
source coverage. These 3 files are being closed . 

We have 12 councils in which some degree of activity has 
been shown and in which we have established Bureau approved 
sources of information.

He described the one group as being conservative 
and they do not knowingly permit radical thinkers to become 
members or leaders in the councils. He stated that the second 
group is not as careful in selecting its members and leaders. 

As a result, according to this informant, some of the citizens* 
council groups are being dictated to and led by the Association 
of Citizens* Councils of South Carolina, which is headed by B. A. 
GRAHAM, of Olanta, Sou th_ Carolina, SV. T-l stated that recently 
the citizens* councils of South Carolina, had a meeting in Sumter,

as saying that the councils were not and would not be dominated 
by the Ku Klux Klan. GRAHAM made the statement in reference to 
an earlier report that KKK members in some parts of the state 
were seeking to infiltrate and take over the citizens* councils. 
GRAHAM said that both he and the Reverend M. A^fwOODSON, a 
Baptist minister serving as a field representative for the State 
Association, have repeatedly stated that the councils have no 
intention of becoming “dressed up Klans." GRAHAM was further 
quoted as saying “We do not advocate any. violence and we are not 
asking any Klansmen to come in for the purpose of taking over. 

We don*t want to hurt anybody's feelings, but I want to make it 
plain that we don*t want any such infiltration or domination."

He said that anyone who has spent 
one hour sensibly studying this problem, knows that not one 
of these business firms is advocating token integration. 

He said "We are fighting to defend a principle, and the 
equal itarians are fighting to dgfeat it." 


Dr . Me<&f pr^d^vaus. ffho is a member of the 
permanent 'staf f of the Citizens Councils of America, said the 
purpose of the Citizens Council is to establish the safety of 
Southern women and Southern land. He said the assault on the 
land and women of the South now is one battle of the world-wide 
war in which all colored peoples of the earth are being exploited 
by the Communists so they can take over all the land. He said 
the concept of exploiting the colored peoples began with Lenin 
and he pointed to recent strife in Africa as an example of 
what happens as a result of this exploitation. 

He claimed Negro leaders are fighting to get a 
seat at a lunch counter in order to "hurt the white people, to 
subject you to the humiliation of giving in on something they 
have decided to do."
